School Board Blasted 


No sane person would argue that the education of our children is a 
great and urgent task. But, why must we presently rely on a School 
Board which refuses to fulfill their responsibility. Their most damning 
activity is the practice of political expediency. Such as submitting 
only small bonds for voter approval. Or, developing only a token type 
integration program which even upsets the selfish self-appointed 
neighborhood taxpayer groups endowed with rather paranoic per- 
sonalities. 

' Their last meeting was another example of the Board’s rubber 
stamp attitude. While testimony was in progress on the Cobb- 
Spears report on racial imbalance, one member was so bored she 
left early, and another attempted to cut off further public debate 
(regularly scheduled testimony) in order to vote for the report, 
thereby ignoring testimony showing its complete unsoundness.

As long as the School Board continues to mean nothing to the people 
of San Francisco, why shouldn’t we release them from their irre- 
sponsibility?
